Dewey Sincerity Impresses Uplanders;| KILLED IN ACTION 
State May Go Into Republican Column 


Uplanders in the Coliseum at 
Los Angeles last Friday were im- 
pressed by Gov. Thomas E. Dew- 
ey'’s sincerity, his poise, his com- 
mon touch and came home with 
the conviction that he made a 
long stride towerd carrying Cal- 
ifornia electoral vote in Novem- 
ber and with it the presidency of 
the United States. 


“Gov. Dewey won a lot of votes 
at the Coliseum Friday,” Allan 
S. Barr, Republican central com- 
mitteeman, remarked: Mr. Barr 
noted that California's Governor 
Earl Warren, addressing a meet- 
ing of congressional candidates in 
Dewey’s presence, radiated con- 
fidence that the Republican part 
would win the state, a 
still refusing to make a forecast. 


“Gov. Dewey puts himself on 
@ level with all the people,” Mrs. 
Nelson Varn Fleet, president of 
the West End Republican Wo- 
men’s club, commented. “He has 
a way of reasoning with every- 
one. He gets close to the people. 
Sometimes speakers talk at you 
but Gov. Dewey talks with you. 
He gives the impression he will 
try to do the things he says he 
will do.” 


Norman Lawson was impress- 
ed by the reaction of the 90,000 
spectators. “The response was 
absolutely spontaneous,” he stat- 
ed.- “When the largest political 
gathering in the nation’s history 
roared approval of Gov.

He has a hard fight in 
this state but I will not be sur- 
prised if he is elected.

WORD COMES ABOUT 
LT. RENE MALAISE 


The tragic word that every par- 
ent eternally hopes will never come 
arrived today at the nome of Mrs; 
Eva G. Malaise, 406 East Seventh 
street, advising her that Lt. Rene 
Malaise, ‘missing in action,” 
now officially recorded as “killed 
in action.” : 

The popular Uplander, who had 
been on only a few flights, was 
killed in Italy April 25, cecording 
to the telegram from J. A. Ulio, 
adjutant general. 

Since the first word came that 
Lt. Malaise was missing, that 
ever-present hope of his sefety, 
somewhere, ‘burned strong in the 
hearts of his family. The inter- 
national Red Cross was asked to 
ascertain the true facts and the 
government telegram to his moth- 
er follows: 

“Report now received from the 
German government through the 
International Red Cross states 
that your son, Second Li2utenant 
Myron Malaise, who was previous- 
ly reported missing in action, was 
killed in action on April 25 in 
Italy. The secretary of war ex- 
tends his deepest sympathy. Letter 
follows.”

Emrolment in Upland schools 
reached an all-time high mark yes- 
terday with 965 pupils in the class- 
rooms, Harold W. Cook, district 
superintendent, announced today. 

On the second Monday of school 
last year, the enrollment was 903, 
he stated.

king, China, Dr. and Mrs. W. J. 
Sheridan told of Japanese bombing 

of their compound and how it end- 
ed and of Chinese reaction to 
Nipponese “liberation” of the Far 
East. 

Dr. and Mrs. Sheridan are en- 
route to Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, after having . spent 40 
years in China, Dr. Sheridan is 
a medical missionary represent- 
ing the United Church of Can- 
ada, a union of Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists and Metho- 
dists. He and Mrs. Sheridan 
were stationed at Tze Liu Tsing, 
which means “self-flowing salt 
wells”, halfway between Chung- 
king and Chengtu. 

In 1939 the Japanese began 
bombing their area and in one 
raid put 24 bombs in their com- 
pound with 10 direct hits on the 
buildings. The bombings con- 
tinued through 1941, when Gen. 


Chungking “too hot” ior the 
Japs.

til that port fell to the Nippon- 
ese. The supplies were then ob- 
tained from Hankow, then Hong 
Kong and then Canton, but the 
Japanese dried up those sources 
;one by one. Finally, and still,

The. Chinese have no love for 
their conquerers, according to 
Dr. and Mrs. Sheridan. The Jap- 
|anese rob and steal and pillage 
; and look upon the Chinese they

} chants have no other source, Jap- 
anese products are just about the

IN GERMAN CAMP 


First Lieutenant Walter J. 
-Roeben is safe and well in a Ger- 
‘man prisoner of war camp and has 
“been awarded the air medal with 
three oak leaf clusters for out- 
standing skill and courage in the 
execution of his duties, according 
to two communications received 
yesterday by his mother, Mrs. 





Emilie Roeben, 857 Washington 
boulevard. 
The announcement that he is 


well came from Sanford Lowe of 
New York City who recorded 
announcement broadcast from 
(Berlin. He transcribed the short- 
‘wave broadcast and sent it by air- 
mail to Mrs. Roeben. It said: 
“First Lieutenant Walter John 
Roeben, U. S. AAF, was captured 
when his plane was shot down 
over Europe and he is now in a 
prisoner camp in Germany. Safe 
and well.” 

Announcement of the decora- 
tion came from Major General N. 
F. Twining of the Fifteenth Air 
Force, 'who wrote: 

“The Liberator on which your 
son served as bombardier ‘was snct 
down by German fighter ptanes 
which attacked the bombarcment 
formation while it wes over Linz, 
Austria, Returning crews report- 
ed that five parachutes emerged 
from the falling alrcraft 

“Through a long aod grueling 
campaign, Walter has displayed 
outstandimz skill and courage in 
the execution of his duties. In re- 
cognition of the high regard in 
which his accomplishments are 
held, your son has been awarded 
the air medal with three oak iest 
clusters.” 

Four ‘postcards from’ Arecrican 
shortwave radio receptionists con- 
firmed the German boadcast that 
Lt. Roeben is a prisoner of war. 
The first information Mrs. Roehen 
had of her son’s capture was re- 
ported by J. A. Ulio, adjutant gen. 
eral, at Washington, D. C., giving 
the International Red Cross as the 
source of the report.

transport plane converted as a 
bomber. 

The covered wagon, authentic 
in every detail, is one of four 
built entirely by hand by Mrs. 
O. W. Youngdahl, 911 East Ninth 
street. It is conseructed in the 
rugged manner of the originals 
of 95 years ago and equipped with 
water barrel, shovel, canteen, 
wash tub, ax, lantern and food 
cupboard.

Even 
its occupants are true to life, the 
father, mother and baby on knee. 

The model plane was construct-

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All Ontario elementary schools 
are participating in the commun- 
ity school lunch program spon- 
sored jointly by the state depart- 
ment of public instruction and 
the war food administration while 
Chaffey high school receives ben- 
efits to a limited extent, accord- 
ing to Gardiner W. Spring, sup- 
erintendent of Chaffey schools.
